But It was & great game, and o great vie
tory for the lads with the erimion andl white
striped hose, nnd greater defeat for the ol
gold gentlemen from lowa. They were a
husky, brawny looking crowid, und  Inspired
Jfeat and trembling In the bearts of Ne-
braska’s followers the moment they stepped
upon the field, that is that portion of thum
wio were lgnorant of the gquality of the stult
Captain Dern oand his ten bold men had up
thelf sleeves, Al wavering, however, soon
gEave wiy to the most unflinehing confdencs

ton; the wmplre was Lileutenant Jim Wrikht,
West Point, and Mr. George Purvis,

The game opened promptly at 3 o'clock,

WIGHINS' GREAT RUN.

round or through on every attempt she mada.
Here followed the star run of the day, the
supple Mr. Wiggins being the lucky Individ-
ual. He made cnly seventy-five yards, and

GREAT CROWD FOR THE DAY,

There was a grand crowd on hand, and
while & large majority of them were probably
not up to the nleeties of the game they were
Just am boisterous and just as Jjubllant as
it thiey wore, and exploded with as much
oclat when the end came anl it was heralded
upon the air that Iowa had been blotted off
the earth. The whole contest was little short
of a magnificent spectacle, and all muxt have
enjoyoed It, whether thelr side won or lost. The
sky wan draped with thin, scmber elowds,
but the temperature was as If made to order,
and the wan, woman or child who was not
fnspired by the sight the park presented Is
an anchorite, indeed. There were possibly
8,000 people within thoe enclosure. The grand
atand was pavked, the bleachers jminmed, and
the fleld fifty deep from the lnes back to
the fence, It was a typleal hollday crowd,
and of the very best peopls of the elty.
Nobraska sympathizers wore largely in the
majority, but the Hawkeys and Hawkoyess

The colors of the
two teams burned and flared on all sides,
pometimoes rich, often gaudy and often gro-
tosque In thelr design. The Omaha Guards
with thelr dead wagon, were consplouous,
and mada Thelr full ghare of the musle.

Flippin had
little diMculty In golng through for another
touchdown and Falr as gracefully kicked
goal, Bcore; Nebraska, 30; lowa, 0. Time,
6 minutes,

TIowa Klcked out on foul ground and Yont,
getting the ball, followed with n gain of eight
yvards; Whipple and Flippin adding five cach,
and Yont again for Aftesn around the left
end. Allen was then lifted out of the game
by Umpire Wright for slugging, Ingersoll re-
piacing him, Collins was likewlse allowed to
cacape, oy the score of & wrenched kneo,
Fickles taking hls place. A successlon of
ghort rung brought Nebreska up to lowa's
twienty-yard line, and Yout went round the

left end for this distance and scored the
geventh and last touchdown of the day
Again Fair kicked godl. Score: Nebraska,

This left but seven minutes time on the
spound  half, and notwithstanding the hope
lossness of the outloak, lowa seemed to take
on a new stock of courage, and up to the

AFTER THE 'GAME WAS OVER.

The scene which followed the finale was one
long to be remembered. The great crowd
surged over the fleld, and the student was
alarmingly rampant, The victorious Ne-
braxkuns woere aselzed ke wo many Infianis
and elevated to the shoulders of stnlwart
vouths, were loied, amidst a deafening din,
from off the fleid, out onto Twentleth street
il down to the cable statlon, The followers
of the crimson and white were wild In the
cxtravagance of thelr Joy, and all the way
Inte the city was the revelry kept up, and
even later on, and well inte the night, did
ithe elated youths carry thelr happy carousal.

Tacoma People at First Crodit the Acoident
to a Tidal Wave,

TWO PEOPLE GO DOWN IN THE WRECK

Portion of the Dock Destroyed Was 1,800
Feet Long and 200 Feet Wide -
Damuege Wil Be Repalred
ut Once

TACOMA, Wash.,, Nov. 20.—Amid the roar
of an Immense tidal wave beuting against
the shores of Puget sound 600 feet of Taco-
ma's ocean docks plunged into Commence-
ment bay at 11 o'clock last night. Hall o
dozen steamers Were tossed about ke ehlps
and two wero disabled. At 1:30 s, m. the
filled<In portion of the oconn docks was still
settling, and the accldent under the thrent-
ening conditions beginning to ssume the
form of m calamity to the city. H. H. Alger's
house, containing himself, wife and »ix
children, was turned upside down, spilling
the children out of the bunks into the ley
water, and It Is feared one of his daughters
hag been drowned. John Hanson, & wateh-
man at the Northern Pacific hydraulic pump,
went down In the debris and cannot be found.
He was roasted to death or drowned, In the
oplnlon of steamboat men. The fire depart-
ment was cailed out at night and 500 more
peaple had githered at the wharf, PFor a
distanee of 1,600 feet the oceun duek had set.
tledd, and it was feared that the big wheat
elevators and conl bunkers would piteh into
the bay. Several times, when the ground sot-
tled from six Inches to a fool, A panie re-
gulted @nd there was a wild rush for pluces
of sifety. All tha cattle péns of (he North-
ern Pacifie, together with the offltes and that
company’s 400-foot freight house, went down
to the ground, and the fire at ones broke
out and the pump station disappeared In the
debiris. Nearly all of the dock which fell into
the bay lg that portion of the water front
whilch the ity of Tacoma has been trying to
gecure from the raliroad and Tacoma Land
company, Already the damage Is estimatod
to aggregate $50,000. Steambont men clalm
a tidal wave twenty-five feet high rushed up
the sound and tore the dock away,

BEraployes at the wharf Jdo not eredit this
theory. Thoy belleve there has been o great
subterrancan landslide, or that a great fis-
#ure or hole has been formed in the bay,
cousing the dock to be swallowed. It s not
positively known whether the plunging of the
docks Into the bay caused the heavy sea
which overturned Alger's boathonse and tore
the steamers away from thelr [astenings, or
whether it was in fact a thlal wave,

SIMPLY A LANDSLIDE.

Investigation proves conelusively that last
night's great landellde was caused by nelther
a tdal wave nor an earthquake. Pugel Sound
has wvery steeép s=hores, Just outside the
Northern Paclfic docks the bank slopes into
doop water at fan angld of 456 degrees,
Fifty feet from the dock the water |2 150 to
200 feet deap. At great expense the rallroad
has pul in eolid docks of made land, sup-
ported on the water slde by a rock wall,
bullt against plling driven into the mud.
This was not strong enough to Dbear the lm-
mense pressure, and when the high bank
further up had been made slippery and loose
by recent ralns the outer edge of the dock
began to slide and finally guve way, precipi-
tating Into deep water one of the most val-
uable portions of the water front.

The subimerged sirip I8 1,800 feet long and
200 feet in wlith, Two persons were Killed,
Emma Stubbs, the 15-year-old step-daughter
of H. H. Alger, a boathouse proprietor, and
John Hanson, the night watchman, who was
carried down with the englne house contdln-
Ing the boller and pump which furnlshed the
power with whilch the bluff side was being
washed down by hydraulic pressure and the
balance of the wharves filled In beneath., A
few minutes before the slide Hanson had
been talking with Polieeman Keene. The lat-
ter I8 certaln that Hansen had ne chance
of escape, Neltler of the bodlss have been
recoverad,

Superintendent MeCabe says the permanent
damage to the rallrond docks will not amount
lo over 37,000, The work of repairing the
dock will comimence at once, but the rebmild-
Ing of the seax wall for 1,800 feet will be de-
ferred until the chlef engineers at 8t. Paul
lecide what plan shall be adoptad to Insure
future permangncey. The south end of the
fredghit house, In which were the offices of the
cashier and twenty-four clerks, weont down in
the crash, The office contiined $2,400 in cash
and valuible papers worth $12.000. It was
supposed the safe and valuable freight records
had been sunk in 200 feot of water, but this
evening the two-story bullding in which the
oMces were locatad was found partly sub-
merged on the beach at Glg Harbor, elght
miles away. The safe and records are now
sypposed to be safe. A diver has beén tele-
graphed for to come and search for them,
The damage to shipping and other losses Is
estimnated at §13,000,

LIFE IMPRISONMENT THE PENALTY FIXED

Report Made to the Court Last Evenlog-—
Maln Contention Was oo Quesiion of
Pennlty—Hnlt the Jurors Were
at First for Hanging.

After dellberating twenty-seven hours the
Jury In the Sam Payne murder case filed into
Lthe criminal court room at 9 o'clock Inst

It appears,
howeyor, that the time was consumed nal
mogt wholly In an endeavor to0 agree on the
penalty, for less than three hours after the
jury went out a ballot was taken, and afl
agreed that the defendant was gullty of
murder In the first degree. 1t wak only on
the question of penalty that the jury was dl

vided. At firgt flve or six Insisted that Payne
shold bang, but finnlly these yielded to
thoge who were set on Jife hmprisonment,

When the Jury sent word that It was ready
to render a verdict Judge 2cott and Deputy
Clark of the Courls Steere soon reached the
court room, and Payne, necompanled by his
attorney, Tuttle, entered from the sherif’s
office. Payne seemed composed ag the jurors
filed In and took thelr places in the box, but
tio beeame very norvous as the verdicl was
read, and when he reallzed his fate he be-
came thorcughly downcoast.

The jury was polled and dismissed from
further duty antil Monday. Judge Scott com-
pleted his record, and Payne was ordered
Into the custody of the sherlff until he ¢could
be removed to the penitentiary.
